Councilman Gil Cedillo wants the LAPD to take a closer look at what can be done to “curtail urination in 
public places" by people coming and going to sporting events, special events, bars and nightclubs, 
according to a City Council motion. 

Public urination as well as defecation are already illegal under city law. But Cedillo, whose Council 
District 1 includes Dodger Stadium and a great many bars, says in the motion that public urination in 
particular “still occurs on a regular basis in neighborhoods that have venues that attract large crowds.” In 
addition, the motion says: 

While sporting events, special events, bars and nightclubs provide valuable entertainment for residents 
and visitors to Los Angeles, some individuals going to or coming from areas that host these types of 
businesses or large events occasionally decide to relieve themselves in public. This can negatively 
affect quality of life for residents around venues that attract large crowds. 

Cedillo wants LAPD to report back on what is being done now to enforce current laws, which carry a fine 
of up to $1,000 fine for peeing or pooping in public, and what other efforts the city should adopt.

City Budget: Huizar Secures Critical Investments in CD14 

Amid another challenging budget year, Councilmember Huizar fought for funds to continue the 
improvements in our neighborhoods and support the economy of Council District 14. The $8 billion City 
budget proposed by the Mayor contained a shortfall of $242 million. 

While the City continues to cut expenses, control payroll costs, and create efficiencies, this year's 
budget begins to restore and increase core services, something Councilmember Huizar lobbied 
particularly hard for during the City Council’s budget amending process. With an improving economy 
and the City’s belt tightening, a structural balance is anticipated by 2018. 

To protect the City’s future financial well being, Councilmember Huizar also voted in favor of further 
growth in the City’s rainy-day fund, which was adopted by the City Council. 

Councilmember Huizar is also proud to report many important investments and services secured in the 
budget: 

Northeast Los Angeles Budget Victories: 

Councilmember Huizar was able to secure $186,000 for much needed facility improvements at the 
Eagle Rock City Hall! These funds will go toward exterior and interior renovations of this frequently used 
community space - stay tuned! 

The Councilmember, working with his colleagues, was able to keep open five City pools, including 
year-round access at Glassell Park pool, a valuable amenity that serves the Northeast Los Angeles 
community, including many CD14 youth and their families! 

Other Budget Victories 

• Clean Communities. Just as Councilmember Huizar has directed more than $1 million in recent 
investments in sidewalk repair, community clean ups, and other neighborhood improvements, he fought 
for the budget to include basic services that improve our quality of life. A new $5 million program was 
created so the City can respond more quickly to complaints of illegal dumping, trashed alleys, and 
homeless encampments. 
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• Graffiti Abatement. The Council restored $1 million to fund graffiti removal, and Councilman Huizar 
continues to fight for full funding of this program. 

• Median Maintenance. Councilmember Huizar pointed out early that the Mayor’s original budget did not 
fund median maintenance and the Council voted to fully restore $2.1 million to fund the maintenance of 
medians through the City. 

• Tree Trimming. $4 million for tree trimming throughout the City is a welcomed addition to the funding 
Councilmember Huizar has already set aside for tree trimming in CD14. He will continue to demand that 
the program improve its service delivery, reduce delays, and ensure proper tree care. 

• Enforcing the Law. The budget was changed to provide five additional Deputy City Attorneys to fully 
rebuild the Neighborhood Prosecutor program, and three new prosecutors dedicated to enforcement of 
Proposition D. This will increase the City’s capacity to close down illegal medical marijuana dispensaries 
that are not Prop D compliant. The Councilmember has also introduced legislation to use tax revenues 
from dispensaries to fund dedicated and ongoing Prop D enforcement in a sustainable way. In addition, 
more Department of Building and Safety staff were dedicated to code enforcement activities through the 
budget process. 

• Public Safety. Changes to the budget provided $3 million to hire more firefighters, and another $3 
million for improved safety gear for the Fire Department. Councilmember Huizar called for an honest 
accounting of LAPD overtime to ensure that our streets are safe and adequately policed. 

• Homelessness. Councilmember Huizar is calling on the City to take a multi-pronged approach to 
address homelessness in Skid Row and beyond. In this budget, $3 million was dedicated to street 
cleaning, property storage, bathroom access and trash cans in Skid Row. Councilmember Huizar called 
for full funding of the City’s share of the Homeless Services Authority, a joint agency of the City and 
County. Huizar also submitted a motion asking that City-financed housing for the chronically homeless 
be directed to make use of the Coordinated Entry System, which serves to better match those in need to 
appropriate services while prioritizing services for the most vulnerable individuals. 

• Complete Streets. Councilman Huizar continues to fight for pivoting the City toward “Active 
Transportation” and “Complete Streets.” During this year’s budget hearings he fought for changes to the 
budget to provided funds to sustain staffing for bicycle and pedestrian programs. 

• Business Tax Reform. Councilman Huizar supported a three-year reduction in the indiscriminate Gross 
Receipts Tax, which was formalized in this year’s budget.

Scholl Canyon Landfill Expansion: Speak Up for Eagle Rock Before May 30th Deadline 

The City of Glendale is proposing to expand Scholl Canyon Landfill to extend its useful life by another 
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decade or more. The landfill is located just north of the 134 freeway in Glendale (see map above), and 
trucks can access the landfill only via Eagle Rock streets. Though the City of Los Angeles and Los 
Angeles residents are not permitted access to the landfill, we bear the brunt of impacts from truck traffic 
on the way to the dump. 


On Monday, May 19, several members of Councilmember Huizar's staff attended the City of Glendale 
and Glenoaks Homeowners Association meeting to hear about this proposed plan and the Draft 
Environmental Impact Report, released April 1. It appeared that many in attendance at Monday's 
meeting had not received any notification from the City of Glendale about the proposal. 

As Eagle Rock's representative to the LA City Council, Councilmember Huizar is deeply concerned that 
outreach has not been adequate and feels that a broader outreach plan to City of Los Angeles residents 
and those living in Eagle Rock in particular is warranted. The Council District 14 office welcomes the 
opportunity to assist the City of Glendale in this outreach. 

Eagle Rock residents are primary stakeholders in this project. Though City of Los Angeles businesses 
and residents are not allowed access to the landfill, the only active entrance to the site is through Eagle 
Rock. This access point is adjacent to homes, schools, a major City park, and a historic cultural 
monument - all in the City of Los Angeles. As such, these City stakeholders bear a significant burden 
from the operation of the landfill, including trash and debris, pollution, traffic, and deteriorating road 
conditions in the area around the entrance to the landfill. Eagle Rock deserves an opportunity to hear 
the full details and offer comment on the Draft Environmental Impact Report (EIR) and proposed 
expansion and extension of the Scholl Canyon landfill. 

To make sure Eagle Rock's voice is heard, please review the project and the Draft EIR here and submit 
comments in writing via mail or email. Your comments should be sent at the earliest possible date but no 
later than May 30, 2014.

LINCOLN HEIGHTS - The Ed P. Reyes River Greenway in Lincoln Heights is now officially open to the 
public after the city installed some heavy-duty gates to secure the one acre of parkland next to the L.A. 
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River. 

The greenway, which features a small stream, pathways and new landscaping, was finished at the end 
of last year but remained off limits to the public as the city secured money to build a permanent fence 
and gates at the park off Humboldt Street. 

With the recent installation of the permanent gates and fencing, the greenway opened to the public last 
Friday and will be open from 7 am to 7 pm daily, said Richard Lee with the Department of Public Works. 
While it may look like a park, the greenway is not officially part of the city's park system. Instead, it is 
maintained by the city’s sanitation department as a water quality sanitation facility, Lee said. 

The greenway, named after the former First District Councilman, has been touted by the city as an 
innovative way to treat storm drain runoff while creating new parks and public spaces along the Los 
Angeles River. An underground biofiltration system helps clean and collect the storm water using a 
natural treatment process. The waterfall pumps, as well as the lights along the path that loops around 
the one-acre park, are powered by solar energy collected by panels on the site. 

“We are proud of this multi benefit River greenway that is cleaning runoff, conserving water, and 
greening our communities while connecting them to the L.A. River,” Lee said via email.
